The prior art does not teach an application of force to an idler wheel in response 
to the direction of the operation of the drive wheel and the sensed pressure of the fluid 
being used to operate the drive wheel as set forth in claims 3 and 12; or the method of 
claim 16 in which the force to applied to the idler wheel is determined by the direction of 
the driving wheel and the sensed position of the idler wheel; or the method of claim 1 9 
in which the direction of the drive wheel and the amount of recoil of the idler are 
determined, then the force to be applied to the idler is determined; or the embodiment in 
claim 24 in which the controller determines the direction of the operation of the drive 
wheel and the amount of recoil on the idler.
